Industry has been developed on 
a worldwide basis, the accumu­ 
lation of its radioactive waste 
products “may represent more 
radiation than would be releas­ 
ed in an atomic w ar/’ 
The scientists said that steps 
should be taken now to guard 
man against

They suggested keeping a “ra- 
diological history” of each indi­ 
vidual—a 
continuing record of 
the amount of exposure to radia­

Dr. Warren Weaver, chairman 
of the academy’s Genetics Com­ 
mittee, said he things people are 
spending unnecessarily too much 
of the slight tolerance to radia­ 
tion which nature allows them. 
He called “stupid” the use of 
X-rays for

and 
spoke out against X ray snap­ 
shots of infants

the 
mother can see the skeleton of 
her baby is beautifully formed.” 


Genetics was a subject for ma­ 
jor attention in the report. Over­ 
exposure to radiation by the par­ 
ents can cause mutation of chil­ 
dren born to them or their de­ 
scendants, it said. 
The scientists worked out this 
table on radiation exposure. 
I’p to 30 years of age, accumu­ 
lated radiation on the reproduc­ 
tive organs should not exceed IO 
roentgens. A roentgen is a meas­ 
urement of radiation. An ordi­ 
nary tooth X ray gives an ex­ 
posure of five roentgens to the 
jaw, with five-thousandths of a 


roentgen of stray r a d i a t i o n 
reaching the 
reproductive1 or­ 
gans. I'p to age 40, accumulated 
radiation should not exceed 50 
roentgens. 
This scale is based on statis­ 
tics showing about half the chil­ 
dren in the United States 
are 
bom to parents under 30, nine 
tenths to parents under 40. 
But while one group of scien­ 
tists was urging caution in the 
use of radiation, another group, 
meeting in St. Louis, said that in 
about five years Mrs. Housewife 
may be able to serve her family 


a meal with

The process was described to­ 
day to a meeting of the Institute 
of Food Technologists. It is in­

'Foggy' Constitution 


WASHINGTON lf)—Members of 
Congress again are quietly pond- 
«/fing whether it should settle the 
constitutional problem of who acts 
for the President in the event of 
his “ disability.” 
Jam es Reston, chief Washington 
correspondent for the New York 
Times, says that while the solons 
feel relieved that President Eisen­ 
hower is pulling out of his most 
recent physical setback, they nev­ 
ertheless are studying the disabil­ 
ity or succession issue. 
Reston points out that one por­ 
tion (Article II, Section I, P a ra ­ 
graph 6) of the U. S. Constitution 
is “ foggy.” It says: 
“ In case of the removal of the 
President 
from 
office, 
or 
h i s 
death, resignation, or inability to 
discharge the powers and duties 
of the said office, the same shall 
devolve on the Vice President, and 
• e Congress may by law provide 
for the case of 
removal, 
death, 
resignation, or inability, both of 
the President and Vice President, 
declaring what officer shall then 
act as President, and such officer 
shall act accordingly until the dis­ 
ability be removed or a President 
shall be elected.” 
Reston declares neither this nor 
any other provision of the Consti­ 
tution answers these questions:

Reston comments: 
The House Judiciary Committee 
held hearings on these questions j 
this spring but did nothing about 
them.

If adopted, the proposal would 
provide federal contributions on a 
50-50 basis with the state. Robi­ 
son estim ated Ohio could expect 
only a million dollars a year in 
federal 
help

He said the state would need a 
seven-million-dollar fund annually 
to give the state’s needy aged the 
care they require. About one-third 
of Ohio's 98.000 old age pensioners 
require hospital or nursing care, 
he said. 
The last Legislature enacted a 
law effective July I removing the 
present $200 annual ceiling on pay­ 
ments for such care. The new law 
places that care on the basis of 
need. 
Counties have been using poor 
relief money to pay m edical bills 
exceeding the present $200 limit, 
Robison reported.
